It would hardly be prudent to regard the 
bitter feud in the Democratic Party as 
guaranteeing a Republican victory in No- 
vember. One-third of the Democratic vo- 
‘ters of this City can always be depended on 
to act with any faction opposed to 
Ketty, and he would be an ex- 
tremely verdant politician who would 
place the slightest reliance on the 
ability of any man to keep 60,000 
Democrats from voting on the State ticket 
at all. Anybody, from Twrszp to Croxsr, 
who has the Tammany indorsement can get 
the Tammany vote, but it is quite a dif- 
ferent affair to assume that a State 
ticket without the Tammany indorsement 
will cause the Tammany Democrats to ab- 
stain from yoting.

REORGANIZED RAILROADS, 


The Stock Exchange is not an organiza- 
tion that should be expected to assume high 
moral ground when an application is made 
for the addition of securities to its list. If 
its managers undertook to sit in judgment 
on the integrity of the companies recog- 
nized in its transactions, and to exelude 
bonds and stocks whose record is tainted 
with what, to use a mild expression, may be 
ealled sharp practice, the list would be 
greatly curtailed. They do require the at- 
tainment to a certain—not always definable 
—business status, and they exact certain 
information with the view, apparently, of 
insuring as much good faith as is essential 
to the generel purposes of speculation. 
From any but a speculative stand-point, 
this is not enough. It does not impose an 
adequate check upon the corporate schem- 
ing which verges close upon dishonesty. It 
makes no pretense of interference as be- 
tween right and wrong. Thedeparture from’ 
this standard which is asked for in the 
case of the Kansas Pacific would be justi- 
fied by a transaction which, as publicly de- 
scribed, is wholly indefensible. But are 
the shrewd heads of the Stock Exchange 
likely to overlook the dilemma in which 
compliance with the demand will leave | 
them? Can they refuse to tolerate the par- 
ticular outrage that is complained of, with- 
out reviewing the entire work of reorgani- 
zation from which the Kansas Pacific is 
emerging? And can they perform this ser- 
vice and at the same time wink at transac-

All the 
covenants which have seemed to confer on 


| each bondholder the absolute right of a 


mortgagee, are found to be dependent on the 
decision of a majority. Andas the mana- 
gers usually contrive to manipulate the ma- 
jority, to appoint Receivers, and to get 
whatever decision they want from the 
courts, the bondholder who happens to bé 
in the minority discovers that his rights as a 
mortgagee are to a great extent imaginary. 
No matter how much he objects to the pro- 
posed plan of reorganization: he must ac- 
cede to terms dictated by the managers or 
run the risk of losing everything. Prac- 
tieally, he discovers, the belief that he is in 
fact a mortgagee is a delusion. The equity 
of his position is ignored if it stand in the 
way of the reorganizing majority. 
Experience with regard to these matters 
is so saddening and so recent that it should 
suggest to parties concerned in the reorgan- 
ization and management of railroads the 
desirableness of changes which, so far as 
we know, not one of the reorganized com- 
panies has carried into effect. A company 
cannot amend the law applicable to them. 
Bat in the formation or reorganization 
of a company, and in the relations 
entered into between a . company 
and those who supply its capital, 
whether as bondholders or shareholders, 
opportunity is afforded for entering into ar- 
rangements that shall provide against a re- 
currence of the injustice which aggravated 
the hardships of the panic period and se- 
riously impaired the value of all railroad 
securities in the judgment ‘of thoughtful 
men.“ Two elementary ideas have yet to be 
recognized in the management of railroad 
companies in this country: One, that capi- 
tal is entitled to participation in power, 
whether those who furnish it be bondhold- 
ers or shareholders; the other, that where

SUPERINTENDENCE OF PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 


The resignation of Mr. Kippiz as Super- 
intendent of the Pablie Schools of this City 
is to take effect on the ist of September, 
and the duty will soon devolve on the Board 
of Education of choosing his successor. 
Upon the importance of its selection it is 
hardly necessary to dwell. There is no 
public interest so far-reaching in its direct 
effects and so intimately bound up with the 
well-being of the people and of the City as 
that of popular education. Toa correspond- 
ing degree it is one in which the citizens 
feel a direct personal concern, and for which 
they are disposed to demand an honest and 
efficient administration. It ought to be en- 
tirely free from all the corrupting and 
weakening influences of local politics. 
The general administration of the school 
system has not thus far been kept en- 
tirely beyond the reach of this contam- 
ination, though it has been protected from 


its worst effects. In so conspicuous an act | 


of the Board of Education as the choice of a 
Superintendent of Public Schools, we ought 
to be able to secure entire freedom from 
any and every consideration but that of 
getting a man with the highest qualifica- 
tions for the place. And these qualifica- 
tions are not common. The position not 
only calls for high intellectual endowments, 
lofty integrity, sound judgment, and thor- 
ough education, but a special study and 
training that have made of the man an expert 
in the science of education, as fully 
equipped and as completely a master of his 
subject as the most eminent experts in other 
walks of learning. 

For education is a science, and one that 
has not, at least until recent years, received 
the attention and study that its importance 
demands. Henee it happens that as yet 
there are few who have gained a high repu- 
tation as masters of the subject in its prin- 
ciples and its practical methods. There 


not yet had at the head of her school sys- 
tem a really eminent educator, and now is 
the time to secure one, or at least a man 
whose known qualifications are sure to give 
him eminence when he has had the oppor- 


tunity to display them in « proper field.

HOSTILE POLICEMEN. 


Our City is not much more successful in 
dealing with its policemen than is the Fed- 
eral Government in. dealing with the In- 
dians. In both cases much the same gen- 
eral system is pursued, but in neither case 
is the safety of the citizen or the best in- 
terests of the Police and Indians secured. 
Of the two, the Federal Government is 
rather more successful than the Municipal 
Government, but it must be conceded that 
the latter has rather the more difficult case. 

It has always been maintained by a class 
of sentimental philanthropists that the 
policeman is a noble beng, who never clubs 
any one unless when provoked by intolera- 
ble outrages, and who can always be coaxed 
into good behavior. It is upon this theory 
that our Police Commissioners, who hold 
a place analogous to that held by the Fed- 
eral Indian Agents, act. They make no dis- 
tinetion between the tame and friendly 
policemen and those policemen who are 
incorrigibly hostile. They attempt to buy 
peace and the safety of the citizens by 
lavishing gifts and flattery upon the 
Pohee. - Money, gaudy blue clothing, 
bright buttons, and tinsel ornaments are 
constantly given to the Police, and, not con- 
tent with thus paying tribute, the Commis-

clubs, pistols, and other dangerous weapons 
in the hands of the public foe.

fire-water, and he proceeds to imbrue his 
élub in the blood of casual citizens. Asis 
notorious, he rarely meets with any punish- 
ment. In extreme cases, he is summoned 
to a council, where many deliberative cigars 
are smoked, and much reference is made 
to the Great Spirit as a witness of the truth 
of whatever is said. Sometimes he is com- 
pelled to go without his customary gifts for 
a short time, but in too many cases he is 
dismissed without any punishment. It is 
inevitable that this sort of thing should en- 
courage the hostile policemen to indulge 
their savage instincts without restraint, and 
the result has abundantly demonstrated that 
the system which renders this state of things 
possible is radically wrong. 

What system should be adopted in its 
place it is not easy to say. There are those 
who clamor for the policy of stern repres- 
sion, and who would commit the whole 
charge of the Police to the military arm of 
the Government, . So far as this experiment 
has been tried with the Indians, it has 
failed, and it is searcely probable that it 
would succeed -with the Police. Were the 
commander of the First Division of the 
National Guard instructed to keep hostile 
policemen in order, we can easily imagine 
what he would do. On the news of the 
clubbing of a citizen, he would instantly 
march his troops upon the station-house of 
the particular band to which the offender 
belonged, and would. burn it te the ground, 
destroying, of course, all the cigars and 
other stores that. might fall into his hands. 
Probably,’a severe battle with the hostiles 
would be necessary before the station- 
house could be captured, and doubtless 
several of them would be killed. The sur- 
vivors, however, would join some other 
band, and wait for the first opportunity 
to obtain their revenge. The victory would 
be as barren as the victories constantly 
obtained by the Federal troops over the 
hostile Indians.

If Coney Island is to have a future, it is time 
that hotel proprietors with other ideas than those 
of class distinctions should look to the hygiene of 
the place. During about 90 daysin the year itis 
estimated that about 30,000 people visit the island 
every day. This would make an influx of something 
like 2,700,000 persons, who, during the hottest 
portion of the season, throng the hotels which are 
strung along the beach. This large population hives 
in quite a restricted limit. For the entertainment of 
this m@ltitude an immense quantity of food is pro- 
vided, snd the refuse .of meat, fish, vegetables, and 
fruit has to be pnt somewhere. In addition to this, 
the pollution of the soil in a greater or less deeree is 
a very certain consequense from such a concourse of 
visitors. Practical hotel keepers, with or without 
social discriminations, would do well to consider the 
drainage of not only their own premises but of those 
of their neighbors. Something should be done in 
regard to the perfect sewerage of the place. Because 
Coney Island is situated on the sea-shore, it is no 
reason why, from the causes before described, it 
should always remain healthy. There are many places 
along the Sound, ever on the sea-shore, once favor- 
ite resorts, which are now deserted vecause they had 
become hot-bede of disease. [t is not intimated 
that at present Coney Island is anything else than a 
perfectly healthy sea-side resort. The only moral to 
be drawn from this is somewhat as follows : That 
wherever Christians or Jews congregate in masses,

A dispatch from Catskill which reported 
the suicide of GzrorGrawa Nicnors at Wind- 
ham, in Greene County, conveyed the impression 
that she had shot herself because her betrothed had 
wished to defer their marriage, while she was de- 
sirous that it should take place atonce.
